JOURNAL OF PROCEEDINGS. 



( FIRST DAY — Wednesday. 

Columbia, Mo., Sept. 9, 1885. 

The Sixty-ninth session of the Missouri Annual Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, convened in the 
auditorium of the M. E. Church, South, in the city of Columbia, 
Mo., Sept. 9th, 1885, at 9 o'clock, a. m., with Bishop J. C. 
Granberry in the chair. In accordance with a resolution passed 
last year, the Conference was opened by the administration of the 
Holy Eucharist, which was participated in by a large audience 
with much solemnity and deep feeling, Bishop Granberry conduct- 
ing the services. 

The Conference then adjoured to the Lecture Room below and 
was called to order by the President. Dr. Vincil, Secretary of 
the last Conference, called the roll, and seventy-eight clerical and 
twenty-eight lay members responded to their names. 

John D. Vincil was elected Secretary and J. H. Pritchett and 
A, V. Bayley, assistants.

L. D. Palmer, Manager of the Publishing House, made a 
statement in relation to the business of the house. 

Rev. W. C. Dunlap, Commissioner of Education for the 
Colored M, E. Church of America, presented a paper in relation 
to the Paine Institute, which was read and referred to the Board 
of Education. 

A communication from the Curators of Central College was 
read and referred to the same board. 

A communication from the Editorial Committee of the St. 
Louis Christian Advocate , was read and referred to the Committee 
on Books and Periodicals. 

Logan D. Dameron, Publisher of the St. Louis Christian 
Advocate , was introduced and made a statement concerning the 
status and prospects of the Conference organ. 

The hour for adjournment having arrived, notices were given, 
the doxology was sung, and Conference adjourned with the bene- 
diction by the Bishop. 



SECOND DAY— Thursday. 



Columbia, Mo., Sept. 10, 1885. 

Conference met pursuant to adjournment, Bishop Cranberry 
in the chair. 

The opening religious services were conducted by Dr. W. M. 
Rush. 

The roll was called and the journal of the previous session was 
read and approved. 

Dr. W. M. Rush, President of the Board of Trust of Confer- 
ence Fund, presented a report from said Board. M. B. Chapman, 
P. E. of Plattsburg District, presented to the Board a deed from a 
lady in Plattsburg, conveying 85000 worth of property to a 
trustee, the proceeds of which, at the death of the legatee, are to 
be equally divided between the Conference Fund and the Church 
Extension Loan Fund. 

Dr. W. M. Rush, with a few touching remarks, announced his 
purpose to give 81000 to the same fund, and requested the Treas- 
urer of the Board to prepare a note for that amount, due in three 
years, at ten per cent, interest. 

Rev. Edmond Wright, agent of the American Bible Society, 
was introduced and presented that interest to the Conference. 

A communication from the Secretary of the Board of Church 
Extension and reports from the Curators of Central Female Col- 
lege and of St. Charles College, were read and referred to the 
appropriate boards. 

Dr. Morton, Secretary of the Board of Church Extension, was 
introduced and presented to the Conference the claims of that im- 
portant interest of the church.

John R. Divilbiss and Francis M. Cooper were continued in 
the class of the first year. 

J. T. Kimsey, John Robson, Benj. F. Hall, Jesse A. AYailes, 
Howard L. Davis, Josiah P. Godbey and Z. M. Williams passed to 
the class of the second year. 

Under the 20th cpiestion, the case of D. C. O'Howell was 
referred to a committee of five to investigate charges of malad- 
ministration. 

Announcements were made and Conference adjourned with 
the benediction by the Bishop. 



THIRD DAY— Friday. 

Columbia, Mo., Sept. 11th, 1885, 

Conference met at 8:30 a. m., the Bishop presiding. Rev. 
Wm. AYarren led the devotional exercises. The roll was called 
and the journal read and approved.

Dr. AYitherspoon, of the Seaman's Bethel, Yew Orleans ; Dr. 
S. S. Laws, President of the State University ; Dr. D. R. 
McAnally, Editor of the St. Louis Christian Advocate; Bishop 
Lane, of the Colored M. E. Church in America ; and C. A. 
Sherman and J. W. Payne, of the Western Conference, were 
introduced. 

Rev. AY. H. Turner, fraternal delegate from the Missouri Con- 
ference of the M. E. Church to this body, was introduced and 
delivered an excellent fraternal speech. Bishop Granberry 
responded in a few pertinent remarks, after which J. A. Mum- 
power introduced the following resolution :

Rev. John Saunders, a super-annuated member of the Virginia 
Conference, was introduced, and made a talk to the Conference 
full of pathos and feeling. 

It was resolved to hold an afternoon session, commencing at 
2:30 o’clock ; the special business of which should be the election 
of delegates to the General Conference. 

Under question 12, Wm. O. Medley, J. M. L. Hoyle and A\ m. 
H. Younger were elected elders. 

The committee in the case of D. C. O’Howell, reported no 
ground to sustain the charge of mal-administration, which report 
was adopted. 

W. C. Dunlap presented the claims of Paine Institute, and a 
collection was taken for that enterprise, amounting to $570, after 
which Conference adjourned with the benediction. 



THIRD DAY — Friday (afternoon.) 

Columbia, Mo., September 11, 1885. 

Conference met at 2.30 P. M. pursuant to adjournment, Rev. 
S. W. Cope leading the opening religious services. 

Minutes read and approved. J. II. Hager and L. B. Madison 
were announced as transfers from the Western Virginia Conference. 

The Conference then proceeded to elect by ballot four clerical 
and four lay delegates to the General Conference, which resulted 
as follows*: Clerical delegates: W. M. Rush, W. G. Miller, E. R.

Conference adjourned after various announcements. 



FOURTH DAY— Saturday. 

Columbia, Mo., September 12, 1885. 

Conference met at 8.30 A. M,, Dr. Rush in the chair. Re- 
ligious services were conducted by Dr. McAnally. 

The minutes were read and approved. 

Several lay delegates were granted leave of absence after the 
morning session. 

J. M, Settle was admitted on trial. 

A communication from II. K. Hinde, President of Howard 
Female College, was received, read and refered to the Board of 
Education. 
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The Bishop came in and took the chair. 

Ten o’clock was fixed as the hour for taking the vote on the 
proposed change of name. 

Under Question 12, M. L. Gray, AY. 0. Medley and J. M. L. 
Hoyle, were elected elders. 

Question 10. — What local preachere are elected deacons ? 

Henry 0. Shook, John H. French, AY. B. Jones, J. M. Settle. 

Question 1 was called and Marion T. E. Potter was admitted 
on trial. 

M. B. Chapman made his report as publisher of the minutes. 

The committee reported in the case of Charles E. Hedgpeth, 
that no trial was necessary, and his character passed. 

The name of P. G. Nichols being called, the following resolu- 
tion was passed : 

Resolved , That the case of P. G. Nichols, who ceased to travel without 
consent of the Conference, be referred to his Presiding Elder for the en- 
suing year. 

The hour having arrived for taking the vote on the change of 
name, the proposition was rejected by a vote of 21 yeas and 105 
nays. 

The following paper was adopted : 

Resolved, That in case the proposed change of name, to- wit: “The 
M. E. Church in America,’ is not approved by the Annual Conferences, the 
General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church South, to assemble 
at Richmond, Va., in May, 1886, be and is hereby memorialized by this 
Conference to eliminate the word “South " from the name of our church, 
and to otherwise modify said name as said General Conference ma}', in its 
wisdom, judge best.

The 20th Question was called and the character of all the 
preachers in the St. Charles District was passed. 

A resolution was passed authorizing the Board of Missions to 
adopt articles of incorporation, so that it may hold and invest the 
£1000 centenary contribution made by George T. Hoagland. 

Bishop Lane, of the Colored M. E. Church in America, was 
introduced and addressed the Conference, making a plea at the 
close of his remarks for Lane Institute. A collection was taken 
up for that enterprise, which amounted to $95.00. 

Conference then adjourned with the doxology and benediction.
